Yan St. Pierre boldly pursues challenges 
at Concordia and beyond 


Yan St. Pierre earned high praise while patrolling the wing for the Stingers in his rookie campaign last season. 


Human sponge is an excellent term to use 
when describing Yan St. Pierre. If you 
spend 10 minutes talking to him, you 
can’t help but notice his thirst for knowl- 
edge and his desire to soak up informa- 
tion, whether it be a new hockey system 
or a new language and culture. This young 
man views the world as a vast frontier 
just waiting to be conquered. And he 
eagerly chases after as many challenges 
as possible. 


St. Pierre spent last summer in Quito, 
which is the capital of Ecuador. This South 
American country is bordered by Columbia 
in the north, Peru in the south and east, 
and the Pacific Ocean in the west. The 
Andes Mountains dominate the landscape. 
East of the Andes is a region of almost 
uninhabited tropical jungle. Spanish is the 
official language, although many Indians 
speak Quechua or Jarvo. The population 
of Ecuador is approximately 8.5 million, 
while the City of Quito boasts a popula- 
tion of about 2 million people. This is 
where St. Pierre’s latest quest for knowl- 
edge took him. He and a friend lived with 
a family in Quito and took courses at the 
University of Quito. 


“| wanted to learn Spanish and to open 
my mind and my eyes,” he said. “I was 
very interested in the culture in Ecuador 
and learning about the people. | feel that 


if you want to know other people, you 
have to understand how they Eve.” 


It’s this same approach to learning that 
brought St. Pierre to Concordia in 
September of 1995. He grew " in 
Degelis, Que., a small town near the New 
Brunswick border. At 15, he left home to 
play hockey for the Cascades de Jonquiére 
in the Quebec midget AAA league. From 
there he went to the Quebec Major Junior 
Hockey League where he played for 
Drummondville, Sherbrooke, Laval and St. 
Hyacinthe. Growing up in Degelis and 
travelling the province with his hocke 

teams, he never learned any English. 0 

course, St. Pierre didn’t see this as an 
obstacle when applying to Concordia, he 
just saw it as an opportunity. 


“1 thought it would be a good idea to 
learn something new,” he said of his deci- 
sion to pursue a university education in 
English. “1 wanted to have contact with 
new people, try new things and develop 
my character.” 


Now St. Pierre is quite proficient in 
English. In fact, if you try to converse 
with him in French, he’ll immediately 
switch to English. He even wrote a 10- 
page paper in English for his management 
class last semester, an accomplishment 
which he is quite proud of. 


Throughout all of his adventures, St. 
Pierre has the unyielding support of his 
family, which he credits tor giving him an 
appreciation for education and the encour- 
agement to pursue his dreams. His moth- 
er, Francine Viel, is an adult education 
teacher and his father, Marcel St. Pierre, 
is a retired Séreté du Québec police offi- 
cer. 


“My parents have always let my brothers 
Br me live our lives,” St. Pierre 
explained. “But they’ve taught us to look 
after ourselves and encouraged us to do 
well, to try new things. They wanted us 
to learn, to think for ourselves and to 
develop our character.” 


This approach to parenting seems to have 
paid off. Yan is an exceptional student 
who hopes to have a career with the 
RCMP when he graduates. His brother 
Francois, 19, is currently studying at the 
Nicolet police academy and his older 
brother Eric, 24, has a bachelor’s degree 
from Universite de Laval and hopes to 
become a teacher. 


Yan St. Pierre is the only elite athlete in 
the family, however. As a rookie with the 
Concordia Stingers, this right winger 
became a big contributor early on. 


“It was evident in his first year that Yan 
would have a great impact in the OUAA,” 
said assistant coach Rob Boyle. “His 
tremendous speed and physical play gave 
the Stingers a high quality two-way for- 
ward. He averaged nearly a point a game 
and had one of the highest plus/minuses 
on the team.” 


Just as it was a transition year for the 
Stingers, it was a transition year for St. 
Pierre. In addition to living in Montreal 
for the first time, attending a new school 
and learning a new language, head coach 
Yves Beaucage wanted him to try a new 
approach to hockey. 


“In junior, | was a defensive specialist,” 
St. Pierre said. “Yves wants me to be a 
scorer. | like this. It’s a good feeling to 
know that people think you can score 
als and that you have a big role with 
the team.” 


Granato and Deschamps are friendly foes 


Two hockey players stare each other down 
in the rie circle, waiting for the puck to 
drop. One is representing Canada, the 
other wears the American colors and each 
is prepared to do whatever it takes to win 
the draw and the game. 


That was the scenario at the Pacific Rim 
Women’s Hockey Championship in April of 
1995, when centres Nancy Deschamps 
(Team Canada) and Commi Granato (Team 
U.S.A.), both members of the Concordia 
Stingers, lined up on opposite sides of the 
puck for the first time. 


Was it a difficult situation? Was it memo- 
rable? Which of the Stinger teammates 
won the faceoff? 


“| don’t remember,” Deschamps said. 


That’s typical of the two women. Despite 
being players at the highest level of 
women’s hockey in the world, both are 
very modest and humble. Also, any rivalry 
or competitiveness is left in the interna- 
tional arenas. 


“When we play against each other we 
both try to win and get the most out of 
our opportunities,” Deschamps said. 
“When we play together we try to get the 
most out of each other.” 


If anything, their involvement in the two 
different national team programs seems to 
unite them. 


“Nancy and Cammi first played against 
each other at the Pacific Rim in 1995,” 
explained Concordia assistant coach Julie 
Healy. “They played at Pacific Rim again 
last spring in Vancouver, and | noticed how 
much closer they were after. It was like 
they had this special bond. It was a pretty 
intense competition in Vancouver. | guess 
when you come back from that kind of 
experience, you are closer because you've 
both lived through it and all the pressure 
that comes with representing your coun- 


try.” 


The two have a lot in common aside from 
being centres, Stingers and national team 
hockey players. They have many of the

same hockey skills. 


“They are very offensive players,” Healy 
said. “Both can put the puck in the net. 
Both work really hard on their defensive 
games so that they can be more complete 
players.” 


There are some differences in their offen- 
sive skills. Granato has exceptional pass- 
ing ability, while Deschamps has what 
everyone calls “The Move.” 


“Nancy shows you the puck,” Healy said. 
“When you come forward, she pulls it back 
and goes by you like you’re not there. 
Everybody knows about it but they can’t 
defend it. During the finals of the 1995 
women’s nationals, she pulled ‘The Move’ 
and it was shown in slow motion on TSN 
about eight times during the broadcast.” 


Another important component they share is 
character. 


“The thing that puts them where they are 
is their determination to improve,” said 
Healy. “They are always striving to get 
better. They are not happy being as good 
as they are. They don’t take for granted 
that they are on their national teams.” 


Deschamps credits Granato, who was 
already a member of the U.S. national 


team when she arrived at Concordia, with 
being a good role model, especially when it 
comes to the mental aspects of the game. 


“She taught me how to discipline myself 
and to be a leader,” Deschamps said. “I 
also learned to look at the game in differ- 
ent ways.” 


Deschamps tried out for the Quebec team 
and couldn’t crack the lineup when she first 
arrived at Concordia for the 1993-’94 sea- 
son. The following year she made the 
provincial team and from there she caught 
the attention of the national coaches. Now 
that she’s reached the same plateau as 
Granato, she too has become a mentor to 
the younger Stingers. 


“| think it’s very important for the 
younger players to know exactly what 
level you have to play at to be a national 
team player,” said Stinger head coach Les 
Lawton. “Many of our players have 
expressed an interest in playing at that 
level. Having players like Nancy and 
Cammi on your team helps the young play- 
ers understand the type of commitment 
and work involved with playing for the 
Stingers, provincial and national teams.” 


Stingers team up with Habs at historic parade 


Adoring fans line the streets waiting 
eagerly for their favorite hockey players, 
flashbulbs are going off every few feet 
and there are television cameras every- 
where, but the members of the Concordia 
Stingers take it all in stride. 


All right, so the Stingers are not the main 
attraction at this event. However, it is 
still a great honor and thrill to be a part 
of history in the making. Last March, the 
Concordia Stingers men’s and women’s 
hockey teams were invited to take part in 
the Montreal Canadiens’ parade from the 
historic Montreal Forum to their new 
ane at the state-of-the art Molson 
entre. 


“| thought it was great of the City of 
Montreal to recognize our school and our 
hockey program,” said Concordia second- 
year — Mark Babony. “I felt really 
proud to be a part of this school and pro- 
gram. Of all the schools and teams 
around, they chose us to be a part of their 
celebration. 


The Stingers arrived at the Montreal 
Forum early on Friday, March 15, where 
they were given instructions and divided 
into groups of 10 to 12. Each group had a 
different assignment. Some carried 
Stanley Cup banners down Ste. Catherine 
St., others escorted vintage convertibles 
carrying Canadiens’ greats from the past 
and present, and several Stingers carried 
placards that identified the players riding 
in the cars. 


“| was extremely excited,” recalled 
Stingers veteran forward Erin Leslie, who 
collected autographs from defencemen 
Patrice Brisebois and Lyle Odelein. “It 
was a really big deal for me. The 
Canadiens are a big deal and to be that 
close, to be a ok of history was a bi 
honor for me. It’s really exciting to te 
other people about our experience.” 


For goaltender Matt Langsford, the sense 
of being eo of a historical event was 
what will stand out in his mind years 
from now. 


“It was a good opportunity to be a part 
of a tradition, something that was being 
passed onto a new precios with the 
new building,” he said. 


All the Stingers received Montreal 
Canadiens sweatshirts to wear during the 


festivities and most had them auto- 
graphed. 


“It was the biggest honor to meet 
Maurice Richard and Guy Lafleur,” 
Babony said. “They were more than gen- 
erous giving me their autographs.” 


For Langsford, now in his second year 
with Concordia, meeting the former 
greats also left a lasting impression. 


“Players like Guy Lafleur and Boom Boom 
Geoffrion were right there,” he said. 
“You've got to respect what they did for 
the game of hockey. They set the pace for 
today’s stars.” 


The players have all raved about being 
included in the parade, but Yves 
Beaucage, the men’s head coach, wasn’t 
sure his players would be all that enthusi- 
astic when he first approached them with 
the opportunity. 


“At first | was worried that some players 


would feel they were too old to be in a 
parade,” he explained. “But | learned 
once you're a hockey fanatic, you’re 
always a hockey fanatic. You never grow 
out of it. When we got there and they 
saw all the old Canadiens players, that 
was it. It turned out to be quite an event, 
a party.” 


The Stingers ate lunch at the Molson 
Centre after the parade and were given 
tickets to the official opening of the cen- 
tre, where later that night the Stanley 
Cup banners and retired Canadiens 
sweaters were raised to the rafters. 


Coach Beaucage hopes the festivities have 
a profound effect on the members of both 
Concordia’s hockey teams, especially 
those who grew up outside the province 
of Quebec. 


“It was good for all of them to see up 
close the importance of hockey in the 
city,” he said. “Montreal is the hockey 
mecca.”

Russia trip the 


When the Concordia Stingers women’s 
hockey team landed in Moscow on Oct. 
20, it was a landmark event in the annals 
of hockey history. It marked the first time 
a North American women’s hockey team 
arrived in Russia for a competition. 


The Ice Hockey Federation of Russia invit- 
ed the Stingers to participate in its four- 
team women’s international tournament 
in the City of Magnitogorsk. The Russian 
federation originally asked Team Canada 
to participate in the competition, but 
when the national team wasn’t available, 
the offer went to the Concordia Stingers. 


“We were the logical choice. We are 
looked at as trailblazers in the sport,” 
said Stinger head coach Les Lawton. “We 
develop many players, we were the first 
to host the junior national championships, 
which is now a well-respected, elite 
women’s competition, both our coaches 
have been involved international competi- 


feel welcome back here at the rink,” 
Beaucage said. 


With that in mind, the current Stinger 
administration has gone out of its way to 
make Homecoming a two-day long 
party/reunion for all the former hockey 
players. The 1996 activities were the 
most eloborate to date. On Friday, Oct. 4, 
about 45 members of the alumni and cur- 
rent Stingers took part in a golf tourna- 
ment. That was fchewed up by a roast 
beef dinner at Brasserie Molson O’Keefe 
the same evening with the alumni from all 
Concordia varsity sports. In all, 125 peo- 
ple attended the dinner, and 57 of those 
were representing men’s hockey.

Concordia also played host to the Russian 
national team last March before a crowd 
of about 500 people. The Stingers won 
the contest 6-4. 


“When we played the Russian national 
team, they were impressed with our skill 
level,” Lawton said. “But | think what 
they were most impressed with was that 
women’s hockey is a major sport at the 
university and across the country.” 


The Stingers played in a round-robin, 
which included the Swedish national 
team, an elite club from Finland and their 
hosts, the Russian national team. Gold 
and bronze medal games were held on 
Oct. 27. 


The team spent a couple of days in 
Moscow, where they stayed at the 


national training centre and then it was 
on to Magnitogorsk, which is a very 
industrialized city about 800 miles south- 
east of Moscow. 


“Althought it cost the players a fair 
amount of money, it was something they 
couldn’t afford not to do,” Lawton said 
of the opportunity. “For some of them it’s 
going to be their only chance to play 
internationally and represent their coun- 
try.” 


It really was the opportunity of a lifetime 
for the support people, the coaches and 
the players. 


“Everybody felt very honored and excit- 
ed,” Lawton said. “To have one of the 
highlights of your season so early in the 
sthelida can really bode well for the rest 
our year.”
